The  business 
meeting  was  opened  at  7:30  p.  m.  The  warrant  was  read  by  the  moder- 
ator, Dana  Pai-ks,  Jr. 

Articles  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  and  6,:  Voted  by  voice  vote  to  pass  over  these 
articles  until  later. 

Article  7:  The  selectm.en  reported  that  the  Auditor's  Report  by  George 
Beauly  was  a  mistake  of  the  printers  and  should  not  have  been  included 
in  the  town  report.  The  report  of  the  audit  made  by  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission will  be  printed  in  the  1961  Town  Report. 

A  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  voted  in  the  affinnative  that  it  be 
recorded  that  we  observed  a  moment  of  silence  in  recognition  of 
George  Beauly 's  long  service  to  the  town. 

The  selectmen  reported  there  had  been  no  response  from  the  State 
Highway  Department  regarding  the  West  Salisbury  bridge.  No  motion 
made  in  regard  to  this  matter. 

Voted  in  the  affirmative  that  reports  as  printed  in  the  town  report  be 
accepted  and  placed  on  file. 

Article  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State  Tax 
Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  Division  of  Municipal  Ac- 
counting and  to  make  an  appropriation  to  cover  the  expense  of  such 
audit.  {Estimate  $200.00).  Voted  in  the  affirmative  to  pass  this  article 
as  printed. 

Article  9:  Voted  in  the  affirmative  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  $150.00  for  the  Franklin  Hospital. 

Ai'ticle  10:  Voted  in  the  affirmative  that  the  town  use  $2,500.00  of 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  interest  for  road  maintenance  in  the  flood 
control  basin. 

Article  11:  Voted  in  the  affirmative  that  the  town  pay  the  Police 
Officer  $50.00  a  year  as  salary. 


Ai'ticle  12:  Voted  in  the  affirmative  that  the  to'v^n  raise  and  appro- 
priate $25.00  to  be  expended  in  cooperation  with  New  Hampshire 
Forestry  and  Recreation  Commission  for  the  opening  and  maintaining 
of  trails  and  old  roads  for  forest  fire  protection.  The  New  Hampshire 
Forestry  and  Recreation  Commission  to  provide  a  matching  sum 
not  in  excess  of  $25.00  for  this  purpose. 

Article  13:  Voted  in  the  affii-mative  that  the  tovv^n  appoint  a  committee 
of  three  to  study  about  a  local  zoning  system  and  report  their  findings 
to  the  next  town  meeting  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  $100.00  to 
cover  the  expenses. 

Voted  in  the  affirmative  that  Frederick  Adams,  Max  Parris  and 
Milton  Humphrey  be  on  the  committee.  The  committee  accepted. 

Article  14:  Voted  in  the  affirmative  that  the  selectmen  receive 
comments  in  relaticn  to  the  town  truck. 

Article  15:  Voted  in  the  affirmative  that  the  selectmen  be  authorized, 
if  they  can  work  out  a  mutually  satisfactory  agreement  with  Howard 
Moxley,  to  accept  the  deed  for  a  section  of  land  adjoining  Mills  Cem- 
etery -  the  lawyer's  fee  to  be  paid  by  the  tov/n. 

Article  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell  the  old  hearse  or  do 
anything  in  relation  thereto.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  pass  over 
this  article. 

Article  17:  Voted  in  the  affirmative  th3,t  the  town  accept  $500.00  as 
trust  fund,  left  to  Baptist  Church  by  Abbie  M.  White. 

Article   13:    Voted   not  to   discontinue   one   road   agent. 

Article  19:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  five  road  agents,  to 
be  appointed  by  Selectmen.  Tliis  article  to  remain  in  force  until  rescind- 
ed. Voted  in  the  affirmjative  to  pass  over  this  article. 

Article  20:  Other  business. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  Town  Meeting  instruct  the 
selectmen  to  assign  TRA  money  to  tar  what  is  already  constructed  on 
the  Whittemore  Road  and  the  remainder  of  the  money  to  be  used  to 
start  work  on  MUl  Road,  and  continue  each  year  imtil  this  road  is  fin- 
ish sd  to  DoKild  Prince's  place.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 


Voted  in  the  affinnative  that  the  selectmen  be  instructed  to  print 
the  record  of  the  voting  of  this  years  meeting  in  the  1961  town  report. 

Article  4:  Voted  in  the  affirmative  that  an  additional  $200.00  be  raised 
and  appropriated  to  finish  Mills  Cemetery  if  the  town  accepts  the  deed 
from  Howard  Moxley. 

It  was  voted  in  the  affirmative  that  the  budget  be  accepted  as  sub- 
mitted by  the  Budget  Committee  with  the  $200.00  added. 

Article  5:  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
submitted  by  the  Budget  Committee.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  6:  Voted  in  the  affirmative  to  authorize  the  selectmen  and 
town  treasurer  to  borrow  up   to  $30,000.00  in   anticipation  of  taxes. 

The  following  were  declared  elected  as  town  officers:  Town  Clerk, 
Ruth  H.  Benedict;  Selectman  for  three  years  -  Clarence  J.  Holmes;

Henrietta  Splaine;  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  -  Frederick  Adams;  Budget 
Committee  for  three  years  -  Dorothea  Lovejoy,  Frederick  L.  Adams, 
Ralph  S.  Cornwell;  Road  Agent  -  Charles  C.  Taylor.

SCOPE    OF   AUDIT 

Included  in  the  exaaiiination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and  records 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk  and 
Trustees    of   Trust   Funds. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the  cus- 
tody, receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and 
audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  support- 
ing invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.

Lightning  sets  some  forest  fires,  but  we  have  no  control  of  lightning. 
Children  cause  many  fires.  Ninety-eight  percent  of  our  forest  fires  re- 
sult from  human  carelessness  -  our  carelessness.  This,  we  -  3'^ou  - 
and  I  can  do  something  about. 

When  we  require  you  to  obtain  a  permit  for  out-of-doors  burning  or 
forbid  you  to  burn  on  days  of  high  fire  danger  or  set  up  regulations  - 
hours,  etc.,  governing  the  use  of  the  town  dump  we  are  simply  pro- 
tecting yours  and  the  town's  interest. 

The  ever  present  threat  of  forest  fires  is  the  concern  of  all  of  us; 
the  responsibility  for  preventing  them  is  oiirs  and  the  costs  of  extin- 
guishing are  ours.  We  can  do  something  about  this  problem,  by  being 
aware  of  and  alert  to  the  danger  and  by  cooperating  with  your 
warden.

Diuing  the  year  a  tank  truck  was  added  to  the  equipment  and  the 
men  also  gave  their  time  and  energy  in  the  installation  of  a  new  oil 
furnace  at  the  fire  station  from  the  department's  appropriation. 

During  the  year  the  department  was  called  out  to  one  chimney  fire, 
one  out  of  town  fire,  and  two  false  alarms  were  answered,  with  a  good 
turnout  of  men  each  time. 

The  department  is  deeply  appreciative  to  all  who  have  contributed 
in  any  way  to  make  it  a  better  working  organization.
